They  believed  the  car  to  belong  to  Lee 
Oswald.  detectives  Dhority  and  Brown  checked  this  information  and  found 
the  car  to  belong  to  Jerry  Pat  Shelley,  w/m/21,  $07  E.  10th,  a 19lj9  Ford, 
two  door,  71)i0.  This  car  was  curchased  from  Conley  Motors,  1010  E.  Jeffer- 
son by  Shelley.  He  talked  with  Officers  Culpepper  and  Kinard  and  told  them 

to  nut  the  car  in  the  oound  because  it  was  no  good.  The  officers  put  this 
car  in  the  pound  and  it  has  been  sold. 

Detectives  Dhority  and  Brown  talked  with  Jerrv  Pat  Shelley  w/m/21,  $07  E. 
10th,  Ant.  6,  business  address  9th  and  Marsalis,  Sunbeam  Bread  Co.  He  said 
he  has  been  having  trouble  with  the  two  women  who  live  at  $11  E.  10th  for 
the  past  year,  and  they  have  called  in  on  him  numerous  times.  He  remembered 
the  trouble  when  the  19ii9  Ford  was  picked  up  and  the  officers  name  who  picked 
the  car  up.  (C.  N.  Dhority  and  C.  V.  Brown  l-28-61i) 

Detectives  F.  M.  Turner  and  E.  Potts  contacted  Mr.  C.  Hall,  70$ 
Haines,  WH6  26$6,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  apartments  $01-$03-$0$  and  $07 
E.  10th.  He  stated  that  he  bought  the  apartment  at  $07  E.  10th  on 
October  29,  196  3 from  a firm  in  Corpus  Christi,  He  stated  that  a Mr.  Coats, 
TA7  928h,  had  been  manager  of  the  apartments  at  $07  E.  10th  prior  to  the  time 
he  bought  it.  We  talked  to  Mr.  Coats  and  he  stated  that  there  was  never 
anyone  renting  from  him  by  the  name  of  Oswald,  Hiddell  or  H,  D.  Lee.  We 
asked  him  if  he  knew  of  anyone  that  owned  a 19b9  Ford  that  was  damaged,  and 
he  stated  that  a Jerry  Shelley  who  lives  in  Apt.  $ at  $07  E.  10th  owned  a 
lot  of  old  cars.  We  contacted  Shelley's  wife,  and  she  said  that  her 
husband  buys  old  cars  and  fixes  them  up,  and  possibly  he  could  have  owned 


a Ford  back  in  August,  September  or  October. 

Also  contacted  officer  L.  C.  Kinard  who  stated  that  Dick  Loomis' a 
sister-in-law  had  called  in  on  the  car,  and  he  thought  it  was  a 191,9-50
